F ſuch Ceremonies as be uſed in the Church , and have had their beginning by 
075 inſtitution of man, ſome ar the firſt were of godly intent and purpoſe devi- 
ſed,and yet at length turned to vanity and ſuperſtition ;, Some entred intothe Church 
by ndiſcrcm devotion, and ſuch a zeal as was without knowledge 3 and for becauſe 
they were winked at in the beginning , ney Brew daily to more and more abuſes, 
which not onely for their unproficableneſs, but alſo becaule they have mugh, linded 
the people, and obſcured ihe gory of God, are worthy to be cutaway, andelean re- 
jJeed : Other there be, which although they haye beendeviſed by man, yetitis 
thought good to reſerve them ſtill, as well for a decent prder in the Church. ( for the 
which they were firſt deviſed) as becauſe they pertain to edification , whereunto all 
things done inthe Church ( as the Apoſtle teacheth 3 ought to be referred. ;..... 

| Andalthough the keeping or otnitting of a Ceremppr.in it ſelf conſidered , is hut 
a ſmall thing; yer the wilfull and contemptuous tranigreſſion and breaking of a com- 
mon order =? diſcipline, is no ſmall offence before God, Let al things be, done 
among you, ſaith $, Paul, in a ſeemly and due order; The appointment ofthe which 
order pertaineth not to private men; therefore no man ought to take in.hand, or 
promees to appointor alter any pyblick or common Order in Chriſts Church, except 
e be lawfully called and authorized thereunto, 

And whereas in this our time, the minds of men are ſo divers, that ſome.think it 
a great matter of conſcience to deparr from a piece of the leaſt of their Ceremonies, 
they be ſo addi&ed to their old cuſtoms ; and again on the other fide , ſome be ſo 
new-fangled, that they would innovate all things, and ſo deſpiſe the old, that no- 
thing can like them, but that is new : It was thought expedient not ſo much to have 
reſpe&t how to pleaſe and ſatisfie either of theſe parties, as how to pleaſe God, and 
profit them both, And yet leſt any man ſhould be offended , whom _=oum reaſon 
might ſatisfie, here be certain cauſes rendred , why ſome of the accuſtomed Ce- 
remonies be put away, and ſome retained and kept till, 

Some are put away, becauſe the great exceſs and multitude of them hath 
ſo increaſed in theſe latter days , that the burden of them was intolerable z | 
whereof Saint Auguſtive in his time complained, that they were grown” to | 
ſuch a number, that the eſtate of Chriſtian people was in worſe cafe concern- 
ing that matter » than were the Jews, And he counſclled , that ſach yoke _

burden ſhould be taken away, as time would ſerve quietly to do it, But what 
| wouldsS. Argxſtine have ſaid,Ifhe had ſeen the Ceremonies of fate days uſed among 
| us > whereunto the multitude uſed in his time was not to be compared? This our ex- 
cefſive multitude of Ceremonies was ſo great , and many of them ſo dark that they 
did more confound and darken , than declare and ſet forth Chrifts benefits unto us, 
And beſides this, Chriſts Goſpel is not a Ceremonial Law : ( as much of Moſes Law 
was ) but it isa _ to ſerve God , not in bondage of the figure or thadow, 
bur in the freedom of the ſpirit; being content onely with thoſe Ceremonies which 
do ſerve to a decent Order , and godly Diſcipline » and ſuch as be apt to ſtir up 
the dull mind of manto the remembrance of his duty to God, by ſome notable and 
ſpecial fignification , whereby he might be edified. Furthermore, the moſt weigh- 
ty caufe of the abolithmenrt of certain Ceremonies. was ,” Fhat they were ſo far 
abuſed; partly by the ſuperſtitious blindneſs of the rude and unlearned, and partly 
by the nriſatiable avarice of ſuch as ſought more their own lucre , than the glo- 
mw \ © that the abuſes could not well be taken away , the thing remain- 
ing till, TN rt ns Sy yh 
Put now as concerning thoſe perſons , which peradventure will ke offended , for 
that ſothe of the old CES retained fill: If they confider, thatwithour 
fome Ceremoniesit is not poflifleto- Keep.any, Order , or. quiet Diſcipline in the 
Church,they ſhall eafily perceive Juſt caufe to reform their judgements. And if they 
think much , that any of the old do remain, and would rather have all deviſed a- 
new: Then ſuch men granting ſome Ceremonies convenient to be had , ſurely 
where the od may be. well uſed, there they capnort reaſonably reprove the old 
onely for their age , without bewraying of their own folly. For” ia ſuch a cafe 
they ought rather to have reverence unto them for their antiquity; if they will de- 
elare themſelves to be more ſtndious of unity and concord ,- than of innovations and 
new-fangleneſs, which ( as. miich as may be with true ſetting forth of Chriſts 
Religjon') 'is always to be eſchewed, Furthermore , ſuch ſhall have'no juſt cauſe 
with the Ceremomes referved'to- be offended. For as thoſe' are taken away which 
were moſt abuſed, 'and did burden mens conſciences without any cauſe; ſothe other 
that remain, are retained'for a Diſcipline and' Order , which (upon juſt cauſes } 
miay be altered and changed, and therefore are not to be eſteemed equal with 
Gods Law, And moreover, they be neither dark nor dumb Ceremonies," but are ſo 
ſer forth , that every rpg A way ran what they do mean; and''to' what uſe 
theydo ferve,$o thar It is nor likethat they in time to come ſhould be abaſed as other 
have been. And in theſe our dvings we condemtr no'other Nttions, nor preſcribe 
any, thing but to our own people onely : For we think it convenient , that every 
Countrey ffiould uſe ſuch Ceremonies as they ſhall think beſt to the ſetting forth of 
Gods hohbhr and glory, and'to the reducing of the people to a moſt perfe& and godly 
living ; witttout- errour or ſuperſtition ; and that they ſhould: put away other 
things, which from time to time they perceive tobe moſt abuſed, as in-mens ordi- 
aances iroften chanceth diverſly in divers Countreys,

And when they were come unto 
place called Golgotha, that is to ſay , a place of a skull, they gave hin 
vinegar to drink, mingled with gall : and when he had raſted theredf, 
he would not drink. And they crucified him, and parted his garment, 
caſting lots : that it might be fulfilled , which was ſpoken by thepro. 
pher, They parted my garments among them, and upon my veſture dil 
they caſtlots. And fitting down they watched him there ; and feruy 
over his head his accuſation written, THIS IS FESHS THI 
KING OF THE FEWS. Then were there two thieves cy 
Cified with him : one on the right hand, and another on the left. And 
they that paſſed by, reviled him, wagging their heads, and ſaying, Thou 


that deftroyelt the temple , and buildeſt it inthree days, ſave thy (elf; 
if thou be the Son of God, come down from the croſs. Likewiſe m 
ſo the chief prieſts mocking him, with the ſcribes and elders, ſaid, Hp th 
ſaved others , himſelf he cannot fave : if he be the King of 1fracl le e: 


him now come down from the croſs, and we will believe him. He truſt. p! 
edin God; let himdeliver him now if he will have him : for he faid & u: 
Iam the Son of God. The thieves alſo which were crucified with h 
him , caſt the ſame in histeeth. Now from the ſixth hour there wal tl 
darkneſsoveralltheland , unto the ninth hour. And about the nin} n 
hour, Jeſus cryed with a loud voice, iaying, Eli, Eli, lama ſabachthanj! 
that is to ſay, My God, my God, why haſt thouforſaken me ? Some 0 
them that ſtood there, when they heard that, aid, This man calleth fer 
Elias. And ftraight way one of themran , and cook a ſpunge and filled 
it with vinegar, and put jt en areed, andgave him to drink, The reſt 
ſaid, Let be, letus ſee whether Elias will cometo ſave him, Jeſus when 
he had cryed again withaloud voice yielded up the ghoſt. And be- 
hold, the vail of the temple was rent in twain from the top to the bot- 
tom; and the earth did quake, and the rocks rent, and the graves were 
opened, and many bodies of ſaints which flept, aroſe , and came out 
of the graves, after his reſurre&tion , and went into the holy city, and 
appeared unto many. New When the centurion, and they that were 
with him, watching Jeſus, ſaw the earth-quake, and thoſe things that 
were done,they feared greatly,ſaying, Truly this was the Son of God.

Wy9qo is this that cometh from Edom , with dyed garmenes from 
Bozrah ? this that is Frorious in his apparel, travelling 
in the greatneſs of his ſtrength * I that ſpeak in righteouſneſs, migh- 
ty toſave, Wherefore art thou red in thine apparel, and thy gar- 
ments like him that treadeth in che wine-fat ?

After two days Was the feaſt of the paſſover , and of unleavened 
# > bread : and the chief prieſts and the ſcribes ſought how they 

might take him by craft, and put him to death, But they ſaid, Net 
on the fealt-day, leſt there be an uprozr of the people, And being 
in Bethany, in the houſe of Simonthe leper, as he ſat at mear, there 
came a woman, having an alabaſte;-box of ointment of ſpikenard, 
very precious, and ſhe brake the box', and poured it on his head, 
And there were ſome that had indignation within themſelves, and 
ſaid, Why was this waſte of the ointment made ? Forit might 
have bcen told for more than three hundred pence , and have been 
given to the-poor : and they murm.ured againſt her.

And [udas 
Iſcariot, one of the twelve , went unto the chief prieſts, to þetray 
him unto them, And when they heard it, they were glad, and pro- 
miſed to give him money. Ard he ſought how he might convent- 
ently becray him, And the firſt day ofpnleavened bread, when they 
killed the paſſover, his diſciples ſaid unto him, Where wilt thou 
thatwe goand prepare, that thou mayeſt eat the paſſover ? Andhe 
fendeth forth two of hisdiſciples, ard faith unto them, Goye into 
the city, ard there ſhall meer you a man bearirg a pitcher of wa-

And he took 
the cup, and When he had given thanks, he gave it to them :and 
they all drank of ir. And hefaid unto them, Thisismy blood of the 
new teſtament, Which is ſhed for many. Verily I ſay unto you, I 
will drink no more of the fruit of the vine until « $o day that I'drink 
itneWin the kingdom of God. And when they had ſung an hymn, 
they went our into the mount of Olives. And Jeſus faith unto 
them, All ye ſhall be offended becauſe of me this night : for 
it is written, I w:ll ſmitethe ſhepherd , and the ſheep ſhall be ſcat- 
tered. Bur after that I awriſen, I will go before you into Galilee, 
But Peter ſaid unto him, Although all ſhall be offended , yer will 
not. And Jeſus faith unto him; Verily I ay untothee , that this 
day , even in this night , before the cock crow twice , thou ſhale 
deny me thrice. Bur he ſpake the more vehemently, 1f I ſhould die 
with thee, Iw;ll notdeny thee in any wiſe. Likewiſe alſo faid 
they all. And they came to a'place which was named Gethſema- 
ni, and he faith to his diſciples, Sitye here , while I ſhall pray. 
And he taketh with him Peter, and James, and John, and beganto 
be ſore amazed, and to be very heavy,and ſaithunto them, My ſoul 
is exceeding ſorrowful unto death; tarry ye here, and watch. 
And he went forwarda little, and fell on the ground, and prayed, 
that if it were poſſiblethe hour might paſs from him. And heſaid, +

im a great multitude with {words,and ſtaves,from the chief prieſts, 
and the ſcribes,and the Elders. And he that betrayed him, had given 
thema token, ſaying, W homſoever I ſhall kiſs, thar ſame js he; take 
him, and lead him away ſafely. And as ſoon as he wascome,he go-

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And they laid their hands on him, and took him. And one of they 
that ſtood by, drew a ſword, and ſmote a ſervant of the high Prief, 
and cur off his ear, And Jeſus anſwered, and ſaid unto them, Ari 
ye come out as againſt a thief, with ſwords and with ftaves, to take 
me?

And they led Jeſus away to the high Prieſt, and with him wereaf. i} an 
ſembled all rhe chief Prieſts, and the elders, and the Scribes; andf mi 
Feter followed him afar off, even into the palace of the high Prieſt wi 
and he fat with the ſervants, and warmed himſelf at the fire; and w:

And Pilate 
asked him again , ſaying , AnſWereſt thou nothiug > behold how 
many things they witneſs againſt thee. But Jeſus yet anſwered 
nothing ; ſo thar Pilate marvelled. Now at that feaſt he releaſed 
unto them one priſoner, whomſoever they defired, And there was 
one named Barabbas , which lay bound with them that had made 
inſurrection with him , who had committed murther in the inſurre- 
&ion, And the multitude crying aloud, began to defire him todo 
as he had ever doneuntothem, Par Pilate anſwered them.ſaying, 
Will thatI releaſe unto you the king of the Jews? (For he krew 
| thatthe chief Prieſts had delivered him for envy ) But the chief 
Prieſts moved the people , that he ſhould rather releaſe Barabbas 
unto them. And Pilate anſwered, and ſaid again unto them. What 
will ye then that 1 ſhall do unto him whom ye call the king of the 
Jews? and they cried out again , Crucifie him, Then Pilate ſaid 
untothem, Why, What evil hath he done ? and they. cried our 
the more exceedingly, Crucifie him, And fo Pilate, willing to Con-

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when he had ſcourged him, to be crucified. And the ſouldiers le 
him away into the hall, called Pretorium ; and they call together 
the. whole band, And they clothed him with purple, and plattedz 
crown of throns, and putt about his head, And began to ſalute 
him, Hail king ofthe Jews. And they ſmote him onthe head with 
a reed, anddid ſpitupon him , and bowing the knees, worſhipped 
him. And when they had mocked him, they took off the purple 
from him, and put his ownclothes on him , and led him out ro cr» 
cific him. And they compel one Simon a Cyrenean, Who paſſed by, 
coming out of the countrey, the father of Alexander, and Rufus to 
bear his croſs, And they bring him unto the place Golgotha, which 
3s, being interpreted, the place of a ſcull, And they gave him tg 
drink, wine mingled with myrrhe ; but he received it not, And when 
they had crucified him, they parted his garments, caſting lots upon 
them, what every man ſhould rake, And it was the third hour, and 
they crucified him, And the ſuperſcription of his accuſation wa 
written over, THEKING OF THE FEWSs. And withhim 
they crucifie two thieves, the one on his right hand , and the other 
on his1:frt, And the Scripture was fulfilled, which ſaith, And he 
was numbred with the tranſgreſſours. And they that paſſed by, 
railed on him, wagging their heads, and ſaying, Ah, thou that de- 
ſtroyelt the temple, and buildeſt itin three days, ſave thy ſelf, and 
come down from the croſs. Likewiſe allo the chief Priefls mock- 
ing, ſaid among themſelves, with the ſcribes, He ſaved others, 
hiraſelf he cannot ſave, Ler Chriſt the king of I{racl deſcend now 
from the croſs, that we may ſee and believe. And they that were 
crucified with him, reviled him. And when the fixth hour was 
come, there Was darkneſs over the whole land,nntil the ninth hour, 
And at the ninth hour Jeſuscried witha lcud voice , ſaying, Elei, 
Eloi, lami ſabachthani? Which is, being interpreted, My God, my 
God, why haſt thou forſaken me > And ſome of them that ſtood by, 
when they heard it, ſaid, Behold, he calleth Elias, And one ran,and 
filled a ſpunge full of vineger, and put itona reed, and gave him to 
drink, ſaying , Letalone ; letus ſee whether Elias will come to 
take him down, And Jeſus cried with a loud voice , and gave up 
theghoſt. And the vail of the temple was rent in ewain from thz 
top tothe bottom. And when the centurion which ſtcoq over 3- 
gainſt him, ſaw that he ſo cried out, and gave up the ghoſt, he ſaid, 
1ruly this man was the Son of God. |

Fore other his own ſupper:and one is hungry ,and another is drunken, 
What, have ye not houſes tocatand rodrinkin? or deſpiſe ye the 
Church of God, and thame them that have noe > What ſhall I ſayto I 
you ? ſhall Ipraiſe you in this? I praiſe you not :; ForlI havere. 
ceived of the Lord that which alſo 1 de ivered unto you, that the Lord 
Jeſus , theſame night in which he was betrayed, took bread 3 and 
when he had given thanks, he brake it, and 131d, 1 ake, eat, this 
my body, Which is broken for you : this do in remembrance of me, 
After the ſame manner aJſo he took the cup , when he had ſupped 
ſaying, This cup is the new teſtament in my blood : this doye as oft 
asdrinkit, in remembrance of me.
